$1.25 an ounce. By following a similar policy to that laid 
down by President Roosevelt, the Canadian government 
could collect a royalty or tax of one-half of the bar silver 
delivered at the Canadian Mint, giving the silver miner a 
net return of 62‘. cents per ounce for his silver, in silver 
coins,

SIEVER minting policy on such terms would circulate 
many millions annually in the silver-producing prov- 
inces. It would bring millions to the provincial treasuries 
in taxes and royalties. It would enable men to be put to 
work at useful work at fair wages 


To the western grain grower it would open the mar- 
kets of the Orient and other silver coinage countries, by the 
added value their silver coins would have in Canada. Un- 
less Canada adopts a silver policy comparable to that of 
United States, we shall lose whatever markets for grain 
or manufactures we have hitherto held in the silver coun- 
tries, 


To the people of Alberta, the silver wealth of the Great 
Bear Lake district would at once become available, setting 
millions of dollars into western circulation. 


We have been shackled and starved by devotion to the 
gold standard long enough. Credit mongers who fatten on 
the money needs of the nation must look to productive 
sources for wealth. Nature has placed the means of re- 
lease within our grasp. We can no longer remain in bond- 


age to the credit-mongers. The law of the land permits 
the use of silver for currency purposes. Any statesman 
who attempts to restrain Canada from the monetary free- 


dom that Nature, the law of the land and the policy of our 
great neighbor to the south now makes available, stands 
revealed as holding the people of Canada to the treadmill 
of rty for the selfish purposes of the privileged few

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Hoarseness Only 
A Symptom 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


Hoarseness is a symptom easily recognized, 
As soon as you hear the patient speak and your 
ear notes the harsh, rough quality of the voice, 
you know that he is hoarse. The voice is much 
lower than resembling a croak, it is 
husky, and in severe cases it may be entirely 
lost, so that the patient must whisper for a few 
days.

Hoarseness is a common 
symptom during the fall and 
winter months as it frequent- 
ly develops during a_ cold, 
when the catarrhal inflamma- 
tion spreads down the throat 
to the voice-box larynx, 
causing laryngitis with its at- 
tendant hoarseness.

ample, teachers, lecturers, auctioneers 
ers may often find some degree of 
present, following irritation of the larynx from 
over-use. Hoarseness is most likely to follow 
when an untrained speaker tries to make his 
voice loud enough to reach those in the back 
rows of a large hall. 

About this time of year, many my 
ers are possibly experiencing a special form of 
throat irritation called “Football Game Hoarse- 
ness” which appears after you have shouted en- 
thusiastically at a football game. 

Whenever hoarseness appears after you have 
been abusing your voice, the best treatment is 
rest of the vocal cords. Avoid talking and give 
your throat a rest. If you wish to hasten the 
return of the normal voice, wring out a small 
towel in cold water and wrap this around your 
throat. Cover with a double thickness of woolen 
material cut from an old blanket and pin the 
woolen on securely. You will find that the ac- 
tion of the cold will assist in relieving the 
congestion present in this type of hoarseness. 

The kind of hoarseness seen in a cold, an at- 
tack of sore throat, tonsilitis or acute bronchitis 
is chiefly caused by catarrhal inflammation. It 
may be accompanied by a raw, sensation 
in the back of the throat, a feeling of tightness 
under the breast bone and a cough. Hoarseness 
of this type clears up within a few days as the 
acute attack subsides. 

The following teatment will be found bene- 
ficial; you are to begin on a fruit juice diet, 
taking an eight-ounce glass of one of the follow- 
ing fruit juices every two hours—orange juice, 
tomato juice or pineapple juice. You are to 
choose whichever juice you desire and are to 
continue with the same one throughout the day. 
Each day that you are on this cleansing diet 
you are to take one enema and one warm sponge 
bath. Usually four or five days of this regimin 
will cause the hoarseness to abate. 

If you are able to have the deep-therapy 
lamp treatment, in which a penetrating heat is

you will find it soothing. Treatment with the 
diathermy is also helpful in many cases, and 


an adjustment of the vertebrae in the neck and 
upper spine will often be followed by a sensa- 
tion of prompt relief.
